In 
checking over the 1989 appropriations 
to state institutions and state depart- 
ments, Dillman has just revealed that 
the state government’s share of legis- 
lative appropriations represents a 
$500,000 increase over what they 
have been receiving for the present 
fiseal year closing this June 30. 

The 1937 legislature, faced with 
excess appropriations, handed the 
“hot potato” to Gov. Frank Murphy 
with executive power to reduce allo- 
cations as he saw fit. The “recession” 
with its relief load spoiled any ef- 
forts made by Murphy and his budget 
advisor, Harold Smith, to head off a 
deficit.

An examination of the law (house 
enrolled act No. 88) shows that each 
member of 4 five-man board is limited 
to $3,000 compensation plus expens- 
es, and that the board may hire an ex- 
ecutive secretary “and such clerical, 
office, attorneys, or /other assistants 
as it deéms necessary, and to fix their 
Tcompensation.” ; 

. The board will have the broad pow- 
ers to create a- milk--marketing dis- 
trict, to fix minimum prices and to 
be paid to, producers by distributors, 
and otherwise t6 regulate the milk 
industry. a. ee Part 

A local milk marketing committee 
may be appointed by the state board 
for any marketing area or any two 
or more contiguous marketing areas. 
The local committee is given power to 
hire investigators and assistants nec- 
essary’to carry out terms of the law. 

“Reasonable check-offs” (or opera- 
ting dues) may be taken from pay- 
ments made to producers by distribu- 
tors. A producer co-operative mar- 
keting association, if it furnishes not 
less than 50 per cent of the milk for

How salmon build and defend 
their nests is described in the an- 
nual report of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution by Leonard P. Schultz, assist- 
ant curator of fishes of the United 
States National museum.
